TIME WARP... WWS~ WWI 


Fact or Fiction

Here are two of those events that are of a matter of record, with the British Royal 
Air Force and the German Air Force (Luftwaffe). 
It was World War I, July 19, 1915. A three plane patrol flight of German Albatross D- 
1 fighter planes were on an observation flight over eastern France. The number 3 plane 
behind the first two was suddenly attacked and fired upon by a single-wing pointed nose 
aircraft with British markings. This plane had no visible landing gear and the pilot was 
in an emclosed cockpit. The number 3 plane quickly changed course and returned to 
base. He made a report of the incident to his headquarters. His plane showed no signs of 
being hit and he was quickly ridiculed and charged with having too many Schnaaps 
before take-off. 

In World War II on July 19, 1944 an escort flight of British Spitfire fighters was 
escorting American bombers over Germany. The escort planes, when the reached the 
escort limit, turned to return to Britain. The last Spitfire of the group was suddenly 
attacked and fired upon by a German marked WWI Folker D-2 fighter plane.The Spitfire 
pilot made his report to British Air Force headquarters. No damage was found on his 
plane. 

At the Nueremberg Trials of WWII the German Reichmarshall Herman Goering stated 


[le have been reports from time to time of events that are called time warps. 


he was the WWI pilot who was attacked by what was later identified as a British Spitfire » 


fighter. He also stated that if the Spitfire existed at that time WWI would have lasted only

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Easy Operation Overseas Now a Reality for 
US Hams 


cations Administrations (CEPT) Recommendation T/R 61-01 that eliminates 

the need to obtain a special license or permit for US hams wishing to operate 
during brief visits to most European countries. In addition, the ARRL has begun 
issuing International Amateur Radio Permits to simplify operation by US hams in 
certain South American countries. 

The FCC put the final pieces of the CEPT arrangement into place June 7 by issuing 
a Public Notice in English, German, and French that spells out the basic information 
about Amateur Radio operation in CEPT countries. To operate in a CEPT country, US 
hams only need a copy of the Notice, their original Amateur Radio document, and 
proof of US citizenship (a US-issued passport or a birth certificate should suffice). 

US hams holding any license class but Novice are eligible to operate in CEPT coun- 
tries. A US citizen with a Technician ticket may be authorized privileges equivalent to 
a CEPT Class 2 (ie, VHF-only) license, while a US citizen holding a higher class 
license may be authorized CEPT Class 1 (ie, all amateur and amateur-satellite) 
privileges. 

The authorization is for use of a portable or mobile station only, including stations 
set up at hotels or a camping site. Authorization is also granted for US hams to operate 
the stations of permanent licensees in host countries. The use of Amateur Radio aboard 
an aircraft is not allowed, however. 

To identify while overseas, US stations will use their assigned call signs preceded 
by the CEPT call sign prefix for the country or territory visited. US licensees operating 
under this agreement overseas cannot request protection against harmful interference. 
Operators must abide by the provisions of the ITU Radio Regulations as well as CEPT 
Recommendation T/R 61-01 and the regulations in force in the host country. US 
operators planning to operate in other countries must become familiar with that 
country’s regulations and frequency allocations, paying special attention to regional 
differences. 

Participating CEPT countries as of June 7 include Austria, Belgium, Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, Bulgaria, Croatia, Cyprus, Czech Republic, Denmark, Estonia, Finland, 
France (including Corsica, Guadeloupe, Guiana, Martinique, St Bartholomew, St 
Pierre et Miquelon, St Martin, and Reunion/Dependencies), Germany, Hungary, 
Iceland, Ireland, Italy, Latvia, Liechtenstein, Lithuania, Luxembourg, Monaco, 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Romania, Slovak Republic, Slovenia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Turkey, and the United Kingdom (including Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, the Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man).

Hello, 

I’m a licensed amateur and live in Philadelphia. A friend purchased an electronic kit 
from Ramsey Electronics, and neither he nor I have the time to assemble it. He is willing 
to pay anyone qualified to assemble it $100. I suggested your club as a worthy cause that 
would have several people qualified to assemble it. 

The kit is a 1OmW (real QRP!) FM broadcast band transmitter. It’s completely legal 
per FCC Part 15 Regulations. My friend owns a furniture factory and he wants to broad- 
cast music and messages to several FM radios out on his factory floor. The Ramsey 
manual estimates it will take approximately 18 hours for someone with reasonably good 
soldering skills to assemble the kit. After looking at the kit myself, I think that’s a pretty 
conservative estimate and believe it would take a skilled person more like 12 hours to 
assemble and test. 

Ramsey’s website describes this kit, (called the FM-100) but it use frames so I can’t 
give you a direct link to the FM-100 kit page. If you go to http://ramseyelectronics.com 
and select the ‘Personal Radio Broadcasters’ option, then the FM-100, you can see a 
description of this kit.

In his younger years, Waldo Harold Newell would help Vietnam War soldiers talk to 


family members via ham radio. In later life, Newell helped residents of 
Brevard County with their taxes. Either way, Newell was in his element figuring things 


out. The Cape Canaveral resident died Saturday, March 20 at age 67. Newell, a native of 
Hornell, NY, devoted a great deal of his life to ham radio. Shortly after marrying his 
wife, Louise, in 1956, the electrical engineer started building antennas in his yard in 
Hornell. “He had an 8- foot fluorescent Ilght with 40 feet of wire that would flash on on 
off. The neighbors thought the Martians had landed,” Louise Newell said. Operating a 
ham radio station out of their home in Willow Grove, PA, Newell could reach anywhere 
in the world and did. Emergency workers would visit his shack to get pointers, his wife 
said. When his wife needed blood after giving birth at a hospital in Finleyville, PA 
Newell got on the radio and quickly turned up five pints, she remernbers. 

Newell was an avid reader of tax code books and worked as a tax consultant for the 
American Association of Retired Persons. “If there was a a problem or it didn’t work, he 
couldn’t go to bed until it worked, his wife said” (Mike Berry, Orlando Sentinel Staff)

No question pool changes—yet 


o Amateur Radio examination question pool or question changes will occur July 1 
for any license class—including Advanced. 

Last September, the National Conference of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators’ Ques- 
tion Pool Committee announced that all question pool updates were being put on hold 
until after the FCC had acted on Amateur Radio restructuring (officially known as the 
Part 97 Biennial Review). Until the September NCVEC QPC announcement, the Ad- 
vanced class question pool had been scheduled to expire at midnight on June 30, 1999. 

Current examination questions and study materials remain valid until further notice.

Each one has its ardent sup 
porters, but most never go anywhere. HR. 783, The Amateur Radio Spectrum 
Protection Act of 1999, needs a moment of your time so that it will get the atten- 

tion it deserves on Capitol Hill. By gaining more and more co-sponsors, the bill picks up 

momentum and educates more lawmakers about the spectrum we need to serve the public 
interest. 

Members of Congress do not become co-sponsors of legislation unless they are con- 
vinced that a significant number of their constituents will notice and approve. You do 
this via phone calls, e-mails, and/or letters. Individual contacts make more of an impres- 
sion than petitions passed around at a club meeting. 

Here is what you can do now to help ARRL advocate for Amateur Radio. 

Read the material about HR. 783 on ARRLWeb (http://www.arrl.org/govrelations/ 
hr783.html). This includes an updated list of co-sponsors. 


If your Congressman is already a co-sponsor, send a message of thanks. Let your - 


Representative know that you notice and approve. 

If your Congressman is not a co-sponsor, send a message explaining why he or she 
should sign on. General statements about the virtues of ham radio are fine, but you’ll 
score more points by giving one or two very specific examples of how ham radio contrib- 
utes to the quality of life in your Congressional District (public service and emergency 
communications, outreach to youth, educational activities, preparations for Y2K, etc.). 
Mention the names of some ham radio clubs in the District. Be sure to emphasize that 
ham radio is a modern, high-tech service. 

If we won’t spend a few minutes to contact our Representatives about ham radio, why 
do we think our Representatives would bother to support our interests in Congress? Do it 
today! (ARRL) a
